2. Pressure is being exerted to cause various Rumanian groupa in Paris to join 
Natiescu's “Union of Free Rumenians". The "“Acsociation of Rumanian -ournalists" 
has refused the invitation. General Radeseu has requested the president 
and secretary of the Rumanian Students Associationto call a meeting of. that 
organi gation for an open vote on a proposal that it join the "Unign". These 
offieials have been told that a vote against adherence to the "Union" will 
result in the termination of scholarships and will be interpreted as showing 
a tack of patriotism on the part of the. students. P. Sergiescu, of the 

" Association of Rumanian Professors! was offered a subsidy of 300,000 French 
franes if that organization would join the "Union". 


On 3 November General Radescu met with thirty or forty Rumanian emieres at 
the apartment of L. Rautu. Hades rend a letter fron Grigeve Gsffenr: and — 
the text of an appeal to he broadcast from London anc New Yovk. 
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(Weshington ¢ Comment:. Reference is apparently’ made to General Radesen's 
scatement on his ‘Union of Free Rumanians" which was recently broadcast 
to Rumania by the Voice of America. ) :

Gavensu's letter which was read to the gathering by Radescu, reportedly paid 
homage to Radescu but recommended that the publication of his appeei be 
delayed until the General csturned to the United States where he could be 
advised by his friends and could inform the State Department.
